OUT OF BUSINESS. 


CONTRACT BOARD 
BLAMED. 


A report by the Clerk recommending the 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital Committee to 
eliminate from its tender forms all articles 
(other than provisions and groceries) for 
which contracts are accepted by the Minister 
under the combined purchasing scheme was 
criticised at the meeting of the Committee 
vesterday by Mr. Larkin, senior, who said 
that they should hesitate before they handed 
contracts over to the Combined Purchasing 
Beard. 

As a result of the action of that Board in 
giving contracts for agricultural implements 
to a firm outside the country, one of the 
oldest Irish firms, he said, had been forced 
to close down within the last week. He 
referred to Messrs. Hensliaw, of Clonskeag}, 
who manufactured shovels and gave employ- 
ment to 126 skilled men, some of whose 
families had been in the business for genera. 
tions. The firm started originally in Newry, 
and had branches in Dundalk, Galway and 
Cork. 


ORDER THAT CAME TOO LATE. 
The Clerk suggested that Mr. Larkin should 
communicate those facts—of which he (the 
Clerk) now learned for the first time—to the 
Minister for Local Government. If he (the 
Clerk) had known the circumstances, he 
would not have made the suggestion contained 
in the report. If public men who obtained 
information like that given by Mr. Larkin 
would communicate it to Mr. de Lacy, who 
was in charge of the Combined Purchasing 
Board, he was sure that. it would receive 
every consideration. ‘‘! have always found 
Mr. de Lacy very reasonable,” said the Clerk. 
Mr. Larkin—My experience has been the 
contrary. You cannot even get an audience 
ith them. 
The [ublin® Corporation, said Mr. Larkin, 
had given an order for three gross of spades 
and three gross of shovels to Clonskeagh works 
when it heard of the financial difficulties of 
the undertaking, but the order came too late 
to save the works.

ROAD PASSENGER SERVICES. 


———— 


The House went 
Road Transport Bill. 

On Section 2, which defines certain terms 
in the bill, 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that 

the term “ passenger road service ” might be 
read as applying to an ordinary hackney car 
used to convey people from one place to 
another at stated times. He mentioned the 
case of a doctor using a hired car two or 
three times a week to visit a dispensary, or 
such a case as they had recently at Clon- 
gowes College, where men were conveyed 
from ledgings at Naas every day whilst 
engaged.on important structural work at the 
College. 
The MINISTER said that if there was a 
separate charge paid in respect of each pas- 
senger carried it would constitute a road 
service and would thus come within the bill 
If the service were by contract the Act 
would not apply. 

The Sectton was passed. 

On the Section which prohibits unlicensed 
passenger road services, 

Professor ALTON (Ind., Dub. Wniv.), for 
Mr. J. X. Murphy ({Ind.), moved the in- 
sertion of an amendment to prohibit the 
carrying of passengers on any mechanically 
propelled vehicle without a licence. The 
amendment, he said, was intended as a 
definite prohibition against the carrying of 
passengers* for reward without a licence to 
do so. 

[The MINISTER said that the point was 
met in tha present bill or in the Road Traffic 
Bill, or in the Finance Act of 1929. Any 
vehicle that in the beginning was intended 
for one purpose and then became a passenger- 
carrying vehicle was covered in some of 
these three measures. 


PASSENGERS BY LORRY. 

Mr DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
there was a considerable amount of abuse 
throughout the country by thé practice of 
using lorries, particularly on a Sunday, for 
conveyance of people, thus taking from the 
railways and other licensed passenger service 
pair ey which they would otherwise get. 
le admitied that there was plenty of legis 
lation to deal with the matter, but it had not 
been enforced 

Professor ALTON asked the Minister was 
there any objection to inserting the amend- 
ment. It did not weakeu the bill. 

The MINISTER said that, whilst not 
weakening the bill, it introduced a new prin- 
cinle, as it would give him control of lornes 
which it was never intended to take in this 
bail.

Joseph X. Murphy, providing that when an 
upplication is made for a passenger licence 
in respect of a passenger road service which 
was not being properly regulated prior to 
December Slst, 1950, a copy of the applica- 
tion shouid be furnished to the holders of 
passenger licences in respect of similar ser- 
vices in the: same locality, and also to any 
railway company which might be affected if 
the application were granted. The holders 
vl these livences and the railway company 
shall be entitled to make _ representation 
against the granting of the application, pro- 
vided always that no application shall be 
granted anless theie was no holder of such 
passenger licences or (railway company who 
had made a representation that they were 
willing to operate the | sevice. 

Professor ALTON | said that he was 
anxious to give existing undertakings and 
iailway companies a chance of bidding for 


operating on a particular route—one paying 
£4 a week, and the other £3 15s.—what 
would be the position if the Minister made 
up his mind that the £3 1&s. should be the 
minimum? It would probably have the effect 
of the company paying £4 a week changing 
it to £3 Is. 

Mr. DAVIN—What about the 25s. a week 
man?

WAGES AND HOURS.

the 1.0.C, Generally speaking employés of 
such companies got good co.citions of ser 
vice and nad agreements which in the main 
vere ouserved. It would not be fair where 
eere was competition between two companies 
if some power did not Jie with the Ministe: 
Le see that the conditions of service were 
equal. 

“The MINISTER said that. the section on 
which the amendment was moved had nothing 
to do with matters that he took into con- 
sideration before granting a licence. In the 
previous section he was given power to grant 
a licence, while this amendment to Section 12 
sought to impose conditions on a licence 
whieh he had already granted. The amend. 
ment would. be useless if inserted in the 
section, and would be. very difficult to make 
effective, particularly in regard to rates of 
wages. So far as that was. concerned, the

Au order to close down branch lines would 
only be given after a public inquiry had 
shown that the railway service had become, 
in fact, obsolete. If a line were closed down 


uhder such an order, the possibility of it 


ever re-opening was small indeed. 

Dealing with the question of men who 
would be dismissed as the result of. the 
closing of branch lines for which alternative 
services might be substituted. the Minister 
said that he would ask the companies to give 
these men sympathetic consideration, but he 
would not make it compulsory on the com- 
pany to employ these men on the road 
services.

JURY’S “GUILTY” VERDICT 
AFTER TWO HOURS, 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

The hearing was resumed of 
against Martin Rubenstein, tailor, 
toria street, and Hyman Levison, medical 
practitioner, of Bloomfield avenue, against 
whom charges had been preferred concerning 
an alleged illegal operation in April last on 
Bridie Kelly, a domestic servant. 

The case for the State concluded on Tues- 
day 

The prisoner, Rubenstein, now gave evt- 
lence in his own defence. He told of his 
relationship with Miss Kelly, and said that 
she demanded money from him, but he 
refused to give it to her. He denied having 
sent Miss Kelly to Dr. Levison, and said that 
he never ordered drugs from London. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Finlay, K.C., 
he admitted that in September last he em- 
ploved a boy to ' shadow ” Miss Kelly on a 
bicycle, 

Mr. Lupton, K.C., asked for a direction 
in the case of Dr. Levison, submitting that 
there was no legal evidence of conspiracy 
against him 

The Judge refused the application. 

Dr. Levison, giving evidence on his own 
behalf, demied that he had any knowledge of 
an illegal operation having been performed 
on Miss Kellv, and denied that he had 
examined the girl. 

Counsel having addressed the jury, 

Judged Davitt charged the jury at length, 
and said that the offence of performing aa 
illegal operation, with a view to miscarriage, 
was a very serious one—second only to the 
capital offence. 

The jury retired at 7 30, returning to Court 
at 9.25. They found Rubenstein guilty on 
two counts and Levison guilty on the count 
of being principal in the second degree to 
using an instrument, with a view to causing 
a miscarriage.

The present visit of the South African 
Rugby tourists to Ireland has inspired a 
friend of mine to give me a lyrical account 
of the great match which he witnessed at 
Belfast in November, 1906, between 
Ireland and P, J. Roos’s Springboks. The 
score at the end of this epic encounter was 
fifteen points to twelve, and the Colonials 
won by the narrow margin of three points. 
The match, my friend tells me, was chiefly 
remarkable for a glorious run by the late 
Basil Maclear, who scored one of the most 
sensational tries in the history of the game 
after a seventy-five yards’ dash. ieu- 
tenant Maclear, of Cork County, who was 
afterwards killed in the Great War, played 
for Ireland eleven times between the years 
1905 and 1907, although he was an 
Englishman by birth. He was over 81x 
feet in height, magnificently proportioned, 
and was noted for his determined and 
speedy running on the wing. In the match 
in question, shortly after half-time, he 
intercepted a pass in his own twenty-five, 
jumping, as he did so, to evade J. A. 
Loubser, the South African three-quarter, 
who made a flying dive for his ankles. A 
few yards further on Maclear sent J. G. 
Hirsch flying with a powerful hand-off, 
and he then went through the opposing 
defence like a hot knife through butter, 
until at length he was faced only by the 
full-back, S. Joubert. This player, 
although lighter than Maclear, essayed to 
tackle the flying Irishman and was handed- 
off. His second attempt met no better 
luck, and upon his trying a third time he 
received a hand-off which put him finally 
“out of business.” Msisar, still with 
twenty-five yards to cover, but with no one 
near him, ran in with a great burst of 
speed to ground between the posts. 


Che Herring Slump. 


I see that fishermen have been com- 
laining of the reduced demand for 
Coston For some time past the market 
in these islands for kippers and pickled 
herrings has been declining, and it is 
difficult to understand the reason, unless 
it be due to some vagary of public taste. 
To my mind, no better fish comes out of 
the sea than a Dublin Bay herring, and 
I have never been able to discover why it 
should be such a stale and way-worn 
wanderer when it reaches many Dublin 
shops. Pickled herrings were greatly in 
vogue in this country about twenty years 
ago, and they are still a favourite food 
among the North Germans, the Russians 
and the inhabitants of the Baltic States. 
Possibly, careless preparation may have 
something to do with their decline; but, 
at all events, a pickled herring eaten in 
Scotland or on the Continent is as different 
from the Irish and English varieties as 
chalk and cheese. Kippers, on the other 
hand, are spoiled not only by indifferent 
methods of curing, but also by bad cook- 
ing. ‘The curer is usually in a great hurry 
to get his product on the market, to the 
neglect of its quality, and the cook is 
often too slow in getting it on the table, 
to the detriment of its substance and 
flavour. Nevertheless, I think that we 
shall see the herring come into its own 
again, and the kipper, perfectly cured 
and irreproachably cooked, will renew its 
irresistible attraction for healthy and 
hungry appetites. 


Ain Aeronautical .Anniversary. 


To-day is the anniversary of man’s first 
fight in a heavier-than-air machine. 
Twenty-eight years ago the hopes of the 


brothers Wilbur and Orville Wright were 


realised when their clumsy aeroplane flew 
over the sands of Kill Devil Hill for 
nearly a minute at a speed of thirty miles 
an hour. After the first successful flight 
by Orville, they brought their machine to 
Europe, where it was demonstrated to the 
incredulous scientists of the day. As the 
science developed, the Wright brothers 
almost slipped into oblivion, and were 


regarded as pioneers, but not as inventors 
who were likely to develop aeronautics. to 
any great degree. Orville differed over a 
number of petty details with the Smith- 
sonian Institute at Washington, and was 
so thoroughly piqued that he presen 
the original flying machine to the Science 
Museum, London, where it has remained 
ever since. Recently, however, I learnt 
that he had patched up his quarrel and 

roposed to transfer the machine to the 
mithsonian Institute. It is to be hoped 
that he will change his mind, for the 
machine’s present resting-place, amid 
other machines which have played such a 
prominent part.in aeronautical history, is 
the most fitting. 


The Young Cennyson. 


The new collection of Tennyson’s youth- 
ful ms seems to have met with a vastly 
kinder reception from the critics than 
some of his early efforts did in his own 
family. When the ' poet was ten, his 
grandfather commissioned him to write a 
poem on the recent death of his grand- 
mother. Young Tennyson did his best, 
and, when the manuscript was delivered, 
his grandfather read it through. Then he 
placed half a sovereign in his hand and 
said, “ There, that is the first money you 
have earned by your poetry, and, take my 
word for it, it will be the last.” It seems 
a pity that the old gentleman did not 
live to see his grandson signing an agree- 
ment with his publisher for a minimum of 
£10,000 a year in royalties. 


Cursing Frogs. 


A belief which, as far as I can re- 
member, was held by all the youngsters 
of my acquaintance when I was one of 
them, writes a correspondent, is that, 
when you catch a frog, the otherwise 
retiring creature immediately begins to 
curse you. This belief was strengthened 
when one could see the soft, loose skin 
under the little captive’s throat working 
in and out in the most venomous manner. 
With the bigger specimens one could even 
hear the evil formule emitted if one was 
lucky. The wholesome respect for frogs 
engendered in our youthful minds by 
these experiences was enhanced by the 
farm labourers whom we got to know in 
our rambles. These cheerful souls seemed 
firmly to believe that frogs were evil 
things which spat fire. The belief was 
probably due to the fact that frogs, which 
eat insects of all kinds, capture their 
prey with a lightning-like movement of 
the tongue. As for the farm labourer of 
to-day, he would probably scorn the idea 
of his forerunners, and inform you that 
Professor Whatsisname had explained it 
on the wireless. 


A ‘Distinguished Cul-de-Sac. 


Perhaps, no surviving row of houses in 
Dublin can claim so distinguished a 
record of occupants as Ely place—the 
quiet cul-de-sac which even yet preserves 
its old-world air. At No. 3 lived Barry 
Yelverton, Lord Avonmore, about 1785. 
He was raised to the Bench, and received 
his title in 1800. John Philpot Curran 
lived at No. 4, through whose door must 
often have passed Robert Emmet when 
visiting his sweetheart, Sarah Curran. 
No. 5 was occupied by Charles Kendal 
Bushe, who was appointed Chief Justice 
in 1822; and another resident there was 
John Doherty, Chief Justice of the 
Common Pleas from 1830. At No. 6 
lived and died John Fitzgibbon, Earl 
of Clare, Attorney-General and Lord High 
Chancellor of Ireland. The Earl died 
from the effects of a fall from his horse. 
but had long feared assassination—so 
much so that his house was protected with 
iron gates and had several secret 
passages. Among the less highly-titled 
who favoured the place was Sele Wilson 
Croker at No. 25, the editor of Boswell’s 
“ Life of Johnson.”

HOLYHEAD’S NEW 
HARBOUR-MASTER. 


Captain W. Ivor Roberts, O.B.E., a native 
of Holyhead, who has been for the t few 
years Marine Superintendent for the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company at 
Heysham, has been 
Superintendent and Harbour Master for the 
same company at Holyhead, in succession to 
Captain William Hill, who is about to retire. 

Captain William Hill joined the old Mid- 
land Railway Company in 1904, taking com- 
mand of the Antrim, prior to which he 
served on various sailing vessels. 

During the war Captain Hill was in com- 
mand of the turbine steamer, Londonderry, 
based at Southampton, and was responsible 
in that ship for transporting 340,000 troops 
to Flanders. Up to the time of his shore 
appointment, he had been a member of the 
Imperial Merchant Service Guild, and is a 
member of the Honourable Company of 
Master Mariners. 

His successor, Captain Roberts, first went 
to sea in 1885, and qualified for the Master 
Mariner’s certificate in 1895, soon after 
which he joined the old London and North- 
Western ilway Company, serving on the 
Holyhead-Ireland route. He me chief 
officer in October, 1899, and was promoted 
to command at the beginning of 1914. 
Captain Roberts had some trying experiences 
in the Irish Sea during the Great War 
owing to enemy submarine activity. In 
December, 1917, when commanding the Slieve 
Bawn, Captain Roberts was instrumental in 
saving the captain and other survivors of 
the s.s. Hare, which had been_ torpedoed, 
while in March, 1928, he rendered assistance 
to the Celtic, torpedoed south of the Isle 
of Man. He received the O.B.E. for dis- 
tinguished war service, and was appointed 
to Heysham in November, 1928. e is a 
son of the late Mr. Owen Roberts, J.P., for 
many years headmaster of the Park School, 
Holyhead, and is a member of the Imperial 
Merchant Service Guild.

The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Mr. Alfred 
Byrne) presided at a meeting of tne Royal 
Irish Academy of Music, held in the Academy 
premises, Westland Row, Dublin, to elect four 
Governors of the Academy. 

Mr. Dermod O’Brien, P.,R.H.A., Vice-Pre- 
sident, proposed that the four retiring mem- 
bers—Mrs. W. J. Starkie, Master Horan, 
Miss A. B. Griffith and Mr. J. E. Geoghegan— 
should be re-elected. He paid a high tribute 
to the work that they had done for the 
Academy. 

Dr. Lorcan G. Sherlock seconded the pro- 
posal. 

Mr. G. C. Graty then proposed that Judge 
Davitt should be elected as a Governor of the 
Academy, and he suggested that some new 
blood should be introduced. 

Others objected to this motion, and Mr. 
cur replied that he would propose four 
members—Judge Davitt, Mr. William Kelly, 
Maestro Viani and Mr. Liam Paul. 

Dr. Sherlock said that he had come specially 
from London to support the proposal for the 
re-election of the retiring Governors. Judge 
Davitt was a great personal friend of his and 
was a cultured musician, but he would like 
to know if Judge Davitt knew that his name 
was being put forward against any of the 
four retiring Governors. Miss Griffith, for in- 
stance, had been a tower of strength for very 
many years in the activities of the organisa- 
tion.

GOVERNORS NOT PERMANENT. 

Mr. Graty said that the names he put for- 
ward were known to most people. e was 
not a musician himself, but he was deeply in- 
terested in music; he did not see why 
Governors should remain in office for ever. 
They had come to elect four members, and 
they did not come specially to re-elect the 
four retiring members. 

Sir John Irwin made a strong appeal for 
the re-election of the four retiring members. 
All, he said, had rendered faithful and 
valuable service to the Academy. He could 
speak with some experience. iss Griffith 
had devoted a great deal of her time and 
attention to the good of the Academy, and 
he did not think that it would be either fair 
or good policy to elect anyone else. If there 
was a vacancy on the Board he could under- 
stand some other name being put forward. 
On the suggestion of Dr. Sherlock, the 
Lord Mayor said that it would be better to 
have a ballot. 

Mr. Graty decided not to put forward Mr. 
William Felly’s name in the election. 

The resnits were announced by Sir John 
Irwin as follows :—Master Horan, 89 votes; 
Judge Davitt, 56; Maestro Viani, 54; Mrs. 
Starkie, 52; Mr. Liam Paul, 49; Miss Griffith, 
44, and Mr. Geoghegan, 43. The first four, 
with the highest number of votes, wers 
elected as Governors of the Academy for 
three years. 

When the results were being declared Dr. 
Sherlock said that. they wanted the names of 
the unsnccessful candidates, as they might 
have to start some counter organisation, and 
wanted to know where they stood.

NELSON AND IRELAND.

Sirn,—A great deal of interest has been 
aroused by the discussion in the Dublin Cor- 
oration concerning the removal of Nelson s 
bitlar. The Pillar itself was, I believe, in- 
tended more as a memorial to the Irish sea- 
men and marines who fell at Trafalgar than 
as a memorial to Nelson himself. It may 
interest your readers to know that, of her 
800 seamen, there were on board H.M.S. 
63 Irishmen—14 from Dublin, 11 from 
Waterford, 10 each from Belfast and Cork, 
and the remainder from the Counties of 
Antrim, Carlow, Cavan, Donegal, Down 
Galway, Meath, Roscommon, Tipperary an 
Wexford. Lieutenant Ram (killed) was a 
Wexford officer. 

There appears to be no record of the 
nationality of the 120 marines ‘on board, but 
on their list occur such names as John 
Breenan (killed), Thomas Buckley, William 
Carrick, Michael Dean, James Fagan, George 
Kennedy (killed), John Magee, John Moore, 
George Mcllroy, Ár” Molloy, Bernard 
McManus (killed), Cornelius Sullivan, and, of 
course, Captain Adair, of Ir “mg Co. 
Antrim, who was killed. Although there 
were comparatively few Irishmen on board 
H.M.S. Victory, there were 220 on the 
famous Temeraire, the second ship in line, 
and 240 on eget loa flagship, H.M.S. 
Royal Sovereign.—Yours, etc.,

CARNEGIE AWARD. 


PRESENTATION TO T.C.D. 
STUDENT. 


Mr. Hubert Freer, of 167 Emmet road, 
Dublin, a student of Dublin University, re- 
ceived a presentation yesterday from the 
Carnegie Hero Fund in recognition of his 
rescue of a man from drowning in the Liffey 
on July 11th last. 

The presentation, which consisted of a cer- 
tificate framed in oak and a cheque for £20, 
was made at Kilmainham District Court by 
District Justice Reddin. 

Superintendent Hughes pointed out that 
Mr. Freer’s action was all the more meri- 
torious as he is a young man with only one 
arm. The man rescued had evidently at- 
tempted to commit suicide in the River Liffey 
at Longmeadow, Chapelizod. 

Mr. Reddin said that from the police report 
of the occurrence it appeared that a child 
saw the body of a man floating down the 
river and raised an alarm. Mr. Freer and 
two companions were bathing near-by, and 
Mr. Freer ran along the bank and, jumping 
in, caught the man and got him ashore. He 
was unconscious, and was only revived after 
artificial respiration had been employed by 
Mr. Freer and his companions. 

Mr. Reddin added that Mr. Freer was a 
brave young man and a credit to his Uni-

Mr. Freer, in thanking the Justice, said he 
was very proud to receive the presentation.

RARE PAMPHLET SOLD

A relic of Shelley's memorable visit to 
Ireland in 1812, a copy of his “Address to 
the Irish People,’’ issued in Dublin, was 
sold at Sotheby's yesterday for £70.

It is 
stated that out of the sale of the essay 
Shelley sent £100 to Mr. Finerty, a great 
worker in the Irish movement.

' T the meeting of the County Galway 


Vocational Education Committee to- 

day, the Rey. Malachi Brennan, P.P. 
presiding, the report of the Sub-Committee 
who had interviewed. three domestic ecouomy 
instructresses in regard to their know! xige «uf 
the Irish language was read. The Committee 
reported that the instructresses had a fair 
Knowledge of the Irish language, 

The Very Rev. Canon Moran, P.P., Clare- 
calvay, a member of the Sub-Committee, said 
ihat they were surprised that young ladies 
whe had come from places where it was ex- 
pected Irish should be taught in an extensive 
manner, did not know the terminology of 
their craft or vocation. Some of the young 
people who were turned out of their training 
schools did not know the Irish word fora 
needle, not to speak of a thread. (Laughter.) 

‘We want,” he said, “‘ teachers who know 
the terminology of their vocation.” 

\ir. T. Flanacan said that in the City of 
Galway the Irish language was not being 
taught as it should be taught. Personally, 
he would not give a position to any person 
until he was assured that that person had a 
reasonably good knowledge of Irish. They 
cave persons in positions in the cift of public 
hodies twelve months and three years to learn 
i but they found that at the end of 
these periods they had not advanced one iota 
in the language. These were the people 
who, instead of helping forward the language, 
re‘arded its pragress, 

The Chairman said that it was an unfor- 
tunate state of affairs that they could not 
ge! qualified teachers who could conduct their 

asses through the medium of the Irish 
lancuage 
\ir. Flanagan said that it was as well that 
the truth should he told, and that was that 
the teachers appointed by the Committee did 
not attend the Gaelic League classes. Any 
nerson of average intelligence could acquire 
a knowledge of the Irish language in a vear 
or two. The emplovées of the Committee did 
not want to learn the language, hecause they 
felt thev could do without it and ignore the 
Committee.

Corporation early in the New Year. 
The plan relates to the north-west area of 
the city, one of the worst districts in Cork. 
The houses there are mostly eettages, many 
h are in a shocking stule of repair, 
crowded together in the most 
susanitary manner. Conditions are made 
even worse by the presence of a large 
number of slaughter-houses, piggeries, cattle- 
sleds and a rope factory, which are dispersed 
haphazardly among the dweltinghouses. 

The problem, however, is not so difficult of 
solution, as it would be in Dublin; for a 
large area of virgim land adjoins the area 
aud will be purchased by the Corporation. 
When new houses have been built on this 
the occupants of some of the slum dwelliogs 
Will be transferred to them. Their former 
houses will then be demolished and new 
houses built, and so on until the whole 
district Is cleared and rebuilt. 

The original scheme (which was put 
forward last year) provided for the demolli- 
tion and re-erection of 554 houses, 208 of 
which would be built om the virgin land 
yiich has been acquired. Owing te ithe 
greater area which the new houses woa'l 
eccupy, it would be posstble to lay out the 
streets and buildings in a more hygienic 
manner, while there would also be space 
available for the provision of play-grounds, 

school, and public baths.. The whole 
| estimated’ to cost nearly a 
quarier of a nmjlicn pounds. 

H is understood that this scheme will be 
adheed te» in its main lines, though certain 
modifications will probably be made, owing 
to the fact that the Corporation is acquiring 
more land than was originally intended.

They 
will be heard, as the Prince reminded his 
audience, ‘not only from three hundred 
microphones) in the United States and 
Canada, but in South Africa, in South 
and Central America, in France and other 
European countries—even in places so far 
away as Batavia, Singapore and Hawaii. 
These talks are but one aspect of a world- 
wide campaign to attract visitors. More 
intensive methods are employed nearer 
home, and it is not unreasonable to expe:t 
that the coming year will see a consta'i 
interchange of visitors between Ireland 
and Great Britain. So far as this country is 
concerned, the problem will not be so much 
to’ attract visitors as to ensure that they 
shall leave Ireland with a favourable mind. 
Advertisement is a fine thing, but one 
disappointed customer can annul the effect 
of many posters and booklets and broad. 
cast talks. Conversely, a single visitor 
who can put his hand on his heart, and 
declare that he has enjoyed himself in 
Ireland, will inspire seven to follow his 
exampl> in the succeeding year. The 
celebrated continental resorts seldom 
advertise: they have outlived the need of 
“ publicity’’; their satisfied visitors are 
their best advertisement. 

We may believe that Britain will take 
the Prince of Wales’s counsel, and will give 
Treland her first preference for a holiday 
across the water. In addition, the Free 
State must prepare for an invasion of 


visitors during 1932 whose like she has not 


known hitherto. The people who come for 
the Eucharistic Congress, it is true, can- 
not be classed as tourists. 
them will remain for a holiday when the 
celebrations are over, and many will add 
Ireland, as we hope, to their list of 
potential resorts for a future holiday. It 
may be that the future of Ireland as a 
tourist centre will depend upon her re- 
ception of these visitors. They must not 
be disappointed. To provide lodying, 
food, transport and entertainment for the 
expected million of arrivals will be a 
colossal task for a country so small as the 
Free State; and if she succeeds, she may 
consider herself fitted to accept any burden 
that the tourist traffic can lay upon her 
in the future.

The American Railways. 


The sad plight of the Lancashire cotton 
industry is aggravated by the obstinacs 
of those whom it maintains. Employers 
and workers are equally at fault: the 
are short-sighted and suspicious. On 
Tuesday, after a ten minutes’ discussion, 
the trade unions rejected the master 
spinners’ proposal for negotiations for a 
new agreement on wages and hours of 
work. Believing, rightly or wrongly, that 
the masters seek a return to the 554-hour 
week, the unions simply refused to allow 
them to state a case for any increase of 
working hours. They refuse, in effect, 
any contribution to the recovery of a 
hardly-pressed and declining industry. In 
a cognate crisis American employers and 
workers seem to possess a higher standard 
of intelligence. The present plight of the 
United States railways—as of the British 
and Irish railways—demands and, if the 
railways are to survive, must obtain

sacrifices from all whom they employ. It 
appears that the leaders of the American 
railway unions recognise the necessity of 
wage reductions. They suggest that a 
committee of nine representatives of the 
companies shall “ negotiate to a conclu- 
sion’’ with a similar committee repre- 
senting the unions. A conference of the 
presidents of the eastern railways has 
decided to accept this invitation and to 
appoint three members to the proposed 
committee. The two other organisations 
of railway presidents—the western and 
southern—will meet this week, and, if 
they find themselves in agreement with 
the eastern presidents, each will appoint 
three representatives, completing the com- 
mittee of nine. In the meanwhile the 
union leaders, in their several districts, 
are seeking authority from the members 
for the appointment of a plenipotentiary 
committee. It 1s possible that, simul- 
taneously with their acceptance of these 
negotiations, all the railway companies 
will post notices of fifteen per cent. wage 
reductions. If the negotiations should 
succeed, the notices would be rescinded. 
Agreement, of would be the 
happier solution, and, 'ns present rates 
of wages have ceased to be economic, the 
union leaders’ overture is a tribute to 
their common-sense.

Costly Commissions, 


Governments appear to think that there 
is no urgent matter which will not cease 
to be urgent if only it is put off long 
enough. In England at present some 
thirty tribunals of varying degrees of im- 
portance are delving into particular 
problems of public life, and, though some 
of them have been at work for two years, 
hitherto only one has furnished any kind 
of report. A Royal Commission, for 
instance, is examining the laws relating to 
the sale and supply of intoxicating liquor ; 
and a humbler committee is discussing 
anxiously whether or not dust in cotton 
card-rooms is injurious to health. Every 
one of such inquiries costs the nation much 
both in money and in the time of in- 
telligent people who often might be 
employed to more useful purpose. In 
every case an elaborate report ultimately 
will be drawn up and printed; in how 
many cases will these reports produce any 
tangible result? It is estimated that the 
bill for all this search after recondite 
knowledge will not be less than £50,000, 
and, since most of the tribunals were 
brought into being for no better object 
than to give awkward issues time in which 
to be forgotten, it is manifest that the 
country cannot afford the luxury. Inquiry 
such as that made by the Indian Statutory 
Commission cost £80,000; but the work 
was necessary, and the money was not 
grudged. Occasion for such effort, how- 
ever, arises rarely. The National Govern- 
ment must not encourage Ministers to 
shelve problems by the unworthy ex- 
pedients that have been too popular in 
the past. In the Free State this inquisi-

third annual meeting of the Travel 

Association of Great Britain and 
Ireland in London yesterday, dwelt largely on 
the imj ortance of publicity, 

I feel that I am entitled to come to a 
meeting of this Association, the Prince said, 
because I have travelled ‘fairly extensively 10 
the last ten or twelve years. I have not only 
visited all the Dominions and Colonies, and 
many countries throughout the world, but | 
have also travelled extensively in (Great 
Britain, sc that I can see, so to speak, the 
two sides of the question. I know what 
(Great Britain has to offer those who visit 
her. I also know the attitude of, and the way 
that we are looked on by, foreign countries. 
| cannot help feeling that up till now too 
little has been known abroad of what (rreat 
Britain and Ireland have to offer, while there 
has been too much talk only stout the 
financial and industrial difficulties from which 
we, in common with every other country in 
the world, are at the present time sufering. 

This is the moment when we want to try 
and impress on the world that our country 
is still alive, that it means to go forward 
again; and I would like to pay tribute to the 
wav that this Association is trying to do 
this. (Cheers.) My first evidence of the work 
that this Association has been doing for the 
last two or three years was at our British 
Trade Exhibition at Buenos Aires last year. 
They had a very well organised stand, and 
had much interesting and useful literature 
which, I was glad to find, had been written 
in Spanish as well as in English. 

I think we would like to acknowledge the 
help that the overseas Press and newspapers 
have accorded to the Travel Association. 
We have been helped not only by overseas

visited. 

There is no actual shortage of news in 
South America dealing with events in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and this country gets a 
very fair share of the space in the important 
newspapers; but, with the exception of a 
limited service of news sent to the Argentine, 
for example, by Reuter’s, and except for a 
few special messazes by their own repre. 
sentatives to a few papers, all the news sent 


is that bv the time this news reaches the 
Latin-American reader he sees us and our 
affairs through spectacles which are neither 
ours nor those of his own country. I sincerely 
hope that some means can be found to in- 
crease the volume of purely British news In 
South America, and | commend this important 
matter to the attention of this Association. 


USE OF RADIO. 

Returning tosthe Association itself, like all 
up-to-date associations, you are making great 
use of the radio, and | have been much im- 
pressed with the fact that the Association's 
broadcast talks on Great Britain and Ireland 
are being given this winter, not only from 
three hundred stations in America and Canada, 
as they were last vear, but also in the Union 
of South Africa; from many stations in South 
and Central America, in France and othe 
countries in Europe, and further afield, in 
Batavia. Singapore and Hawaii. This means 
that the inhabitants of a cons‘derable portion 
of the earth’s surface are having their atten- 
tion drawn once a week to the fact that Great 
Britain and Ireland are pleasant, interesting 
and efficient places. 

There is one point to which I attach great 
importance myself. I have seen what other 
nations are doing in the way of organisecd 
publicity for their commerce and industrv, 
as well as for their attractions. We do not 
travel, even when we could, entirely from 
pleasure, but since the War, and during 
these verv difficult times which we are going 
through, we are certainly interested in the 
industrial side, as well as the pleasure side, 
and it is important that, as well as offer- 
ing and showing what this country has in 
the way of trips, and places to spend a 
holiday. we alse should show them that 
we have some very great industries.

‘rex,’ would welcome the adoption of :t 
as a basis for currency or as actual 
currency. And if so, these countri:s 
would all come within the orbit of the 
‘rex.’ Realise also that if the Empire 
raised its price for gold the exchanges 
within these vast parts of the globe would 
not be upset thereby. They would stili 
remain on an even keel. On the 
other hand, the exchanges between 
this preponderating unit and the gold 
standard countries would be thrown out 
of gear, and, as a result, the whole 
economic relationship between the Empire, 
plus silver-using countries, present and 
prospective, would be affected. 


DOLLAR AND FRANC. 


“Now [ am going to suggest that it 
would not be a paying proposition for 
the United States and France to have 
their dollars or francs at a premium over 
the ‘rex.’ J prefer to express the re- 
lationship in this way, seeing that the 
‘rex’ would then be the more important 
unit. Among other things, it would in- 
terfere with American and French ex- 
ports, not only to the various parts of 
the British Empire, but to many other 
countries as well. ‘Therefure, it would 
be as much, nay more, in the interests 
of the United States and France to adjust 
their currencies to the ‘ rex’ than in ours 
to adjust the ‘rex’ to the dollar or the 
franc. Ina word, the new monetary unit 
of the Empire’s super-bank, into which 
both silver and gold enters, but which 
would not be clamped to yold, could be- 
come the pivot for the world’s curren- 
cies. lt would do so because the pound 
had regained and retained its freedom, 
and because that freedom was being 
wisely used. 


FACTS OF TO-DAY. 


“Let us now turn to the hard, stern 
facts of to-day. Instead of an orderly 
strategical retreat from the gold stan- 
dard, according to plan, such as I have 
sketched, there has been a disorderly 
rout, which has made confusion worse 
confounded the world over. ‘The situa- 
tion urgently demands that these dis- 
ordered forces should be reassembled 
and an independent standard raised. 
Unless we are prepared to sink to the 
level of a second-class nation, it should 
by now be abundantly clear that that 
standard cannot be the gold standard, 
seeing that two countries Sens acquired, 
and are sitting upon, the greater part 
of the world’s gold.”’ 


INDEPENDENT LINE. 


The President, Mr. W. H. Webb, D.L.. 
in his opening address, declared that the 
gold standard, which had a six years’ 
trial under post-war conditions, has had 
an absolute collapse. There was now talk 
about world conferences on finance to 
straighten things out and redistribute the 
gold; but it was perfectly clear from the 
visit of the French Premier to the United 
States that they had a compact between 
them for holding on to the gold. There- 
fore, the time had arrived for Great 
Britain and the other nations of the 
British Commonwealth to take an in- 
dependent line of their own, without any 
relation to the franc or the dollar. The 
time for academic discussion was over, and 
the time for independent action’ had 
arrived. 

Viscount Craigavon, moving a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Darling, said that it was a 
comforting reflection that men like him 
were busy thinking out problems for the 
benefit of the community. As it had 
taken from the time he (Lord Craigavon) 
had entered politics in 1906 to persuade 
the United Kingdom to adopt some policy 
to protect home industries, it might 
possibly be some time before such a system 
as Mr. Darling had advanced would be 
adopted.

“ HOT-BED OF INTRIGUE.”

PRISONERS’ COMPLETE 
DENIAL. 


> 


SENTENCES of seven years each were 
passed by the Military Tribunal] on 
John Joseph Kennedy, of Liscarrow, and 
Michael Moran, of Lisheenkyle, County 
Galway, who were charged with illegal 
possession of firearms. 

A third man, Joseph Carney, of Cos- 
mona, Loughrea, who had pleaded guilty, 
was sentenced to two years. 

Kennedy and Moran were char 
together with (1) illegal possession of fire- 
arms outside the house of Michael Kelly, 
Ceterbriskaun, Athenry, on the 16th 
October, and (2), in company with Carney, 
with a similar offence on the 19th October 
outside the house of Peter Costello, 
Cahertymore. 

They had pleaded “ not, guilty.” 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. P. J. 
Roe (instructed by Mr. D, O'Donovan) 
prosecuted. 

Mr. D. M. McDowell 
Moran and Mr. C. 
Kennedy. 

Asking for a direction on behalf of his 
client, Mr. McDowell said the State had 
not shown that a crime had been com- 
mitted, as they had not proved that Moran 
had not a certificate entitling him to 
carry arms. 

Mr. McMonagle made a like applica- 
tion on behalf of Kennedy. 

Mr. .Kelly, replying, said the possession 
of a certificate would be an answer to the 
charge, but it was not for the State to 
make the defence. 

The Court overruled the objection and 
the case proceeded. 

Mr. McDowell] said Moran had a perfect 
alibi in answer to the charge, but was not 
in a position to bring witnesses to support 
his own statement. 


“ON THE RUN.” 

Michael Moran, the accused, in evidence, 
said that on the 15th October Carney and 
another man came to him and said, ‘‘ We 
are on the run,’’ and asked if he could 
stay in witness’s house. Later that even- 
ing Carney came and asked where Derrane, 
who worked for Kelly, lived. That night 
he spent at Egan’s public-house, where 
there was a party. He went home at 
about 3 a.m., and found Derrane at his 
(witness’s) house. Carney and Kennedy 
were in bed in another room, and Derrane 
later said that he, too, “ might as well 
be on the run.’’ He had no part in the 
raid on Kelly’s house or the attempted 
kidnapping of Derrane. 

In the morning Derrane told witness 
that he was going back to Kelly’s, telling 
them that he had been kidnapped by 
detectives and had escaped. He had some 
nioney to come, and when he got it he 
would “clear out.” On returning Derrane 
said: “ I got some money from the Kellys, 
and to hell with them now.” He under- 
stood that Derrane had left the Kellys 
altogether. 

Telling of his movements on the 19th 
October, the date of the raid on Costello’s 
house, witness said he went to bed at nine 
o'clock, and zt eleven Carney came back, 
end Kennedy returned about midnight. 
Witness told them that it would not be 
safe for them there, as they were “on the 
run,” but they stayed on. 


COMPLETE DENIAL. 

Witness had no part in the raid on 
Costello’s; did not know anything about 
the purse stolen from Bridget O'Loughlin, 
and found subsequently in the ashes in 
Moran’s hearth, and he never knew about 
the revolvers 

When the Safety Act came out, said 
Moran, everyone in the West thought 
that the young men who were out in 1922 
would be arrested, and he knew it was 
dangerous to be sheltering men on the 
run 

Moran was shown the four revolvers, 
and said he knew nothing about them. 
He had no gun since 1922. 

The accused, Kennedy, in evidence, said 
he was interned during the Irish Civil 
War in 1922. On the night of 15th Oc- 
tober. Moran and himself went to Egan's 
publichouse, where there was a party. 
‘“ I bought a share in a sweep ticket from 
Miss Egan,” said Kennedy. She gave me 
the number on a slip of paper, and I 
allowed hér to keep the other form.’’ The 
officer in charge of prisoners here pro- 
duced a piece of paper which Kennedy 
had given him to keep. 


KENNEDY’S EVIDENCE. 

Kennedy further corroborated Moran s 
evidence’ He denied that he took part in 
the raid on Kelly’s or Costello's 

Mr. McGonagle (his solicitor)—Now fo 
you say you had nothing to do with the 
raids ?—On my oath, I say I was not a 
member of any raiding party. 

Cross examined by Mr. Roe, Kennedy 
said he had no explanation to offer how 
the coat identified as having been worn 
by a raider was found on the bed in 
Moran’s house. Moran was wrong in say- 
ing that he (Kennedy) was “on the run.” 

Mr. Roe—You know, of course, that 
Carney, the third prisoner, who pleads 
guilty, does not deny being at Costello's 
that night ?—I don’t know anything about 
Carney. 

Mr. Roe—Dernane says definitely that 
Moran and you took him away from 
Kellv’s. Why is that ?—It is very strange. 
I think Dernane must be a perjurer, and 
I suggest that he is one. I know that 
Dernane does not value an oath very much. 

GUILTY. 

Mr. Roe, for the State, asked for a con 
viction. 

The Tribunak found Kennedy and 
Moran guilty on both charges. 

Superintendent Cooney, giving evidence 
of character, said that for the past twelve 
months Kennedy was well known to the 
Guards as a member of an illegal or- 
ganisation, and was creating a good deal 
of trouble in the country. 

Carney, who had pleaded guilty, said 
he was led into the raid more through 
innocence than anything else. 

Kennedy and Moran. on the first 
eharge, were sentenced to 12 months’ im- 
prisonment. and. on the second charge, 
to seven years, the sentences to run con- 
surrently. 

Carney, on the second charge, was sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment. 

The Tribunal adjourned until further 
notice.

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BITTER DEBATE OVER 
MORATORIUM.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 
HE enormous fall of 1,328,699,000 
| dollars in exports and of 914,890,000 
dollars in imports in the foreign trade of 
the United States for the past eleven 
months is shown in the latest figures 
published to-day. Huge declines also in 
the foreign trade of Britain, France, 
Germany and Italy were reported yester- 


ay. 

The United States decline in November, 
us compared with the corresponding 
month of 1930, was ninety-five “million 
dollars in exports, and fifty-three million 
dollars in imports. For the eleven 
months ended November 30, the figures 
are :—Exports, 2,239,625,000 dollars, us 
against 5,568,324,000 dollars in the cor- 
ey gen of last year; imports, 
1,937,382, dollars, as compared with 
2,,852,272,000 dollars. 

‘The balance of trade is still consider- 
ably in the United States’ favour, it will 
be noted. 

United States exports of gold in Novem- 
ber totalled 4,994,000 dollars—excluding 
gold earmarked for foreign account held 
by the Federal Reserve banks—whereas 
imports totalled 94,430,000 dollars, there 
being thus an increased balance of 
89,436,000 dollars. 


MORATORIUM DEBATE. 


Mr. Mills, Assistant Secretary to the 
Treasury, to-day pleaded for the ratifica- 
tion of the Hoover war debts moratorium 
in the form in which it was presented for 
debate in the House of Representatives 
this morning. 

Mr. Mills declared that a refusal on the 
part of Congress to ratify the mora- 
torium would “irretrievably damage the 
reputation of our country. 

“We hold the unsecured notes ot our 
debtor countries,” he continued. “ We 
are not going to send our batteships 
to collect them. We rely on moral prin- 
ciples. In my judgment, if we do not 
regard moral principles, then they may 
well feel we have given them justification 
to default. The President’s action was 
absolutely necessary to avert a major 
disaster.”’ 

Earlier in the debate, which was most 
bitter at times, the charge of having 
‘sold out his country’’ was hurled at 
President Hoover by Mr. McFadden, 
representative for Pennsylvania. 


WHERE FRANCE SCORED. 


In the Upper House debate Senator 
Reed (Republican) was flatly opposed to 
the revival of the War Debts Commission, 
and was especially bitter against inter- 
national bankers. 

Referring specifically to the war debt 
settlements with France, Senator Reed 
asserted: “ My personal feeling is that 
both Britain and ourselves got the worst 
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of the bargain. After the debts were 
settled we were allowed to discover for the 
first time that the capacity of France to 
pay us was very much greater than any- 
body outside France had suspected. We 
ought not to dream of any readjustment 
of that debt.’’

THE NEW SPANISH 
CABINET. 


€2€—— 


The Times, in an editorial. article on 
the “completion of the Spanish Ministry 
by Don Manuel Azana, states: — The 
changes that are being introduced into 
Spain are interesting not only in them- 
selves, but also because they correspond 
to changes that are being confidently fore- 
shadowed by the revolutionary parties in 
other countries. Some of the projects 
which Seftor Azana numbers among the 
immediate business of his Parliament 
belong peculiarly to Spain, but the new 
Constitution renders all kinds of property 
liable to expropriation, with adequate 
compensation; subordinates the entire 
wealth of the country to the interests of 
the economy of the nation, and provides 
for the nationalisation of the public 
services. 

The State is not authorised to confiscate 


j property, but it is entitled by expropria- 


tion to use private property for national 
purposes, and to co-ordinate and direct 
industry in the national interest. A 
similar process of national socialisation 
is, in fact, already being begun in many 
of the countries of Europe, and Spain 
has been one of the first to embody these 
advanced principles in its Constitution. 
In their social aspect particularly the 
changes proclaim an immense upheaval! 
of domestic tradition. 


THE FREEDOM OF WOMEN. 


Nowhere in Europe was the legal posi- 
tion of woman so medizval. The formal 
consent of her husband was required for 
some of the most ordinary activities of 
evervday life. Her normal life was 
one of relative seclusion. Now ll 
women obtain the vote as soon as they 
are twenty-three years old, and they enjoy 
equal legal status with men. Divorce, 
which used to be forbidden, is made easy 
for either party. The legal distinctions 
between legitimate and illegitimate 
children have been swept away. The 
juridical foundations of family life seem 
to have been undermined at the same time 
as the authority and position of the 
Church have been rudely assailed: The 
educational activities of priests have been 
suddenly cut short. The upbringing of 
the young generation of Spaniards will 
differ as completely as legal enactments 
can make it from the education received 
by their fathers and mothers. 3

PREVIOUS FLIGHTS. 


There has heen only one previous direct 
flight from Europe to New York—that of 
Costes and Bellonte, in a Breguet mono 
plane (1931). Of the two successful trans. 
Atlantic flights from Ireland, the Bremen, 
in 1928, landed at Greenly Island, Belle 
Isle Straits, and the Southern Cross last 
vear alighted at Harbour Grace, New. 
foundland, before completing the flight tu 
New York. 

A flight from New York to Dublin has 
been planned by colonel J. c. Fitz- 
maurice, who was a member of the crew 
of the Bremen, and Captain Saul. Colonel 
Fitzmaurice has been expected to arrive in 
Europe to complete the details for the 
past two months, but up to the present he 
has been unable to leave his work in Port 
Washington, where he has been building 
and testing a new two-seater flying boat 
for the use of: light aeroplane clubs. 

Mr. Mollison,. who recently crashed 
while attempting a “record ” flight to 
Cape Town, has returned to England, and 
is expected to make a second attempt 
before the end of this month. 


KINGSFORD SMITH 
AT CROYDON.

END OF A GREAT FLIGHT. 


Air Commodore : Kingsford Smith 
arrived at Croydon at 10.35 yesterday 
morning. He had left Le Touquet at 
9.15 on the last stage of his flight with 
Austral‘an Christmas mails. He had 
flown the 13,000 miles in fourteen days. 

The Air Commodore was officially 
welcomed by Mr. F. T.-L. Bertram, 
Deputy Director of Civil Aviation, and 
various other officials, including Mr. A. 
Campbell, representing Lord London- 
derry, Secretary of State fc Air. 

The history of the flight is interesting. 
Another airman, in a machine named The 
Southern Sun, started from Port Darwin 
for’ England on November 23rd, with 
50,000 letters and cards bearing Christmas 
greetings from Australia and New Zea- 
land. The Southern Sun came to grief 
when “ taking off ’’ at Alor Star, in the 
Malaya States. Kingsford Smith, in the 
Southern Star, a machine of similar type 
to the Southern Sun, then left Australia, 
picked up the Southern Sun’s mails, and 
brought them over in good time for the 
Christmas delivery. 

Discussing his journey, Kingsford Smith 
said that he encountered terrible weather 
over the Apennines, and also at Lyons and 
Le Touquet. Mail-carrying, he added, is 
a tremendous responsibility, and I took 
no. risks. | 

Speaking oí the possibility of a regular 
air mail service, he said: Australia in 
the near future can afford some sort, of 
subsidy. We could do it all the year round 
in twelve days for each journey. 
think if we had organised night flying—a 
costly business—it could be done in, 
perhaps, cight days. The cost of this 
flight was about £2,000. i

ROAD AND RAIL BILLS 
UNFINISHED.

HEN President Cosgrave broke the 

news in Dail Eireann yesterday 
that at the end of the day’s business he 
intended to move the adjournment of the 
House until February 10th, and then, in 
a confiding tone, added that he hoped to 
do so by eight o’clock that night, he 
reckoned without the tacticians of the 
Opposition. 

In that studiedly casual manner of his, 
the President took the opportunity to tell 
deputies of the long holiday that the 
Government had planned for them when 
he announced the order of business at the 
end of question time. He explained that 
the sudden adjournment was due to the 
fact that other bills which were before 
the House were not ready to he dealt with, 
but that there was a possibility of an 
earlier re-assembly in the middle of 
January in the event of amendments 
being made in bills now before the Senate. 
Then he sat down, leaving deputies to 
puzzle out for themselves how their 
election speculations would be affected by 
this decision. 


UP THEIR SLEEVES. 


On the whole, the Opposition received 
tlie news very quietiy—much too quietly 
to rule out the susnicion that they had 
something up their sleeves. Mr. de 
Valera drew an English sportsmen s 
periodical from his pocket and curled him-

concerns. For the first year there was a 
small profit. 

African and Eastern Trade Corporation 
was originally registered in 1889 to take 
over nine other companies. Its name was 
changed to its present title in 1919. 
According to the Stock Exchange Year 
Book its paid-up capital is £7,366, 165.

Chairman, announced at the sitting of 
the Senate at Leinster House yesterday 
that the Dail would rise that evening for the 
Christmas holidays. 
On the Committee stage of the Merchandise 
Marks Bill, 1931, 
Mr. WILSON (for Mr. Milroy) moved two 
Goverrment amendments relating to the 
coming into force of the Act. hese were 


agreed to, and the Committee stage of the bill 


Mr. WILSON further moved (for Mr. 
Milroy) the suspension of Standing Orders, so 
that the final stage of the bill might be pro- 
ceeded with. 

Colonel MOORE complained that Senator 
Milroy was constantly sending in motions and 
never attended to move them, leaving that 
to some other member. 

Mr. DOWDALL joined in the protest. The 
way that business was rushed through the 
House. he said, was like water running 
through a mill-race. The practice was rapidly 
makiug a farce of the House and its proceed- 
ings. It would he far better, he added, to 
abolish the Senate and set up in its stead a 
small revising committee. This sort of 
humbug—motions for the suspension of Stand- 
ing Orders to rush through legislation—came 
along almost with every second bill. 

Mr. JOHNSON, supporting the protest, said 
that apparently the reason for the rush was 
that the Dail wanted to adjourn that night, 
and, if that were the reason. why could they 
not have given them these bills a fortnight 
ago’ The Senate in these matters was a 
thing of importance, and, if it was not, it 
ought to be abolished. If it were not 
abolished it ought to have a sense of responsi- 
bility and consider the legislation which it 


passed. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (Minister for Industry 
and Commerce) said that he had nothing to 
doa with the principle involved. The Dail, 
for reasons best known to itself, was likely 
to adjourn that night. If that were se, and this 
measure was held up till to-morrow, it could 
not become law until after the Dail meets 
again in the new year. This was an emerg- 
ency motion, and the bill was likely to be 
wanted before the new year. 

If the fomth stage was not taken that day 
he would be under the necessity of moving 
the adjournment of the amendments, so that 
he could get the bill through, for it was 
necessary that he should be in a position to 
take some action under the bill. 

Mr. COMYN, K.C., said that amendments 
were worthy of consideration or they were not, 
and they should be properly debated and con- 
sidered by the House. Legislation should not 
be rusbed in the way that it was being 
rushed in that House. 

Mr. BROWN, K.C.. said that he was 
strongly opposed te motions of this kind, ex- 
cept there were some strong reasons for them. 
The Minister had given them such a reason. 
and told them that if the bill did not pass 
a very useful amendment would have to go 
or the bill would be delayed. 

The amendment for the suspension of Stand- 
ing Orders and the consideration of the Re- 
port stage was passed, and the bill reccived 


its final reading.

DEPUTY’'S MISTAKE 
A DEFEAT. 


On the second stage of the Patlwors 
(Valuation for Rating) Bil. Mr BLYTHE 
Minister for Finance, said that the necessity 
for the bill arose out of the change in condi- 
tions affecting transport here. due to the de- 
creased earnings of the railway companies 
and the increased cost in certatn directions. 
The valnation of railwavs had heretofere been 
governed by the Valuation Act of 1852. The 
practice for at least fifty years has been to 
take the receipts of the railway companies 
over a period of one or three years pricr to 
the making of the valuation; to make 
an allowance for the maintenance of 
the permanent way and for the re- 
newal of fixed plant, and even to 
make a further allowance’ in respect 
of tenants’ capital represented by rolling 
stock. tools, and furniture, working capital 
and floating cash. Up till recently that sys 
tem worked fairly well, but under present 
conditions it had been found that the con 
tinuance of the system would mean that the 
valuations of the railway companies running; 
lines, stations, and so on, would disappear. 

During the last few years, when the com- 
pinies on a couple of occasions, had applied 
for a revision of valuation, it had been 
arranged by the Commissioner of Valuation 
to give a percentage of reduction, and there 
had been negotiations with the companies, 
with a view to arriving at a new basis of 
valuation, but it was not possible to proceed 
very easily with that. However, they had 
now got a bill, which represented the resul 
of the negotiations between the Commissioner 
of Valuation and the railway companies, and 
the result of correspondence with the Com. 
missioner of Valuation in Northern Jreland. 
This bill provided for a minimum valuation, 
which in, respect of running lines, would be 
represented by the agricultural value of thie 
lord on which the railway lines were laid. 
and in respect of buildings would be one- 
third of the valuation of these buildings if 
they had been valved in 1914. That fixed « 
minimum beyond which railway valuation 
could not fall, no matter what might be the 
financial position of the railways. The bili 
definitely made statutory what bad hereto- 
fore been only customary. It made the 
revenue, with certain allowances, the basis 
of valuation. 


REVALUATION AT ONCE. . 


Senator GUINNESS asked if the re-valua- 
tion of ali the railways would be undertaken 
as soon as the i-ill became law, and whether 
those lines that are closed would also be 
taken into consideration. What length of 
time would be necessary for the entire re- 
valuation. If that task were undertaken 
piecemeal would the new valuations be ap 
plied to the rvilways as the valuation officer 
reported? Under the new valuation would 
the railways be better off financially than 
they now were’ 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. 
Blythe) said that the valuation would all be 
carried out at once. The fundamental thing 
was to determine the net receipts of the 
companies, and with that to determine the 
minimum valuation. If the net receipts were 
very small there would be a“ mini- 
mum valuation, but if the receipts were 
larger the process of valuation would he 
really to determine the net receipts. As to 
the companies deriving benefits from the bill 
they would be better off if no bill were 
passed, and while it would not give them 
the reduction that they would not get with- 
out legislation, it would be a matter for the 
Commissioner and the Courts to see if there 
would be reductions in the valuations when 
the revaluation takes place under the bill. 


A REASONABLE BILL. 


He did not think that the railway com- 
panies had accepted the bill with enthusiasm, 
but at least they acquiesced. (Laughter.) 
He thought that the railway companies had 
recognised that they could not expect that 
no legislation would be introduced, or legis- 
lation that would deprive the local authorities 
of anything that they got out of the under- 
takings. The only thing they felt like doing 
was to object to the minimum valuation, but, 
having regard to the prevailing conditions, 
they thought that the bill was reasonable. 

The method of valuation would be that 
of agricultural land, which was a valuation 
fixed with reference to adjoining lands. If 
branch lines became derelict, the minimum 
valuation would be applied. If any line was 
now to be abandoned it was very unlikely 
that it wonld be opened again owing to the 
diversion of traffic to the roads. 

The second reading was agreed to.

The report stage of the Housing (Miscel- 
laneous Provisions) Bill, 19351, was next 
considered. 

Mr. MacELLIN moved three new sub- 
sections to Section H. of the Bill—(1) that 
where a dwellinghouse was wholly unsuitable 
for healthy accommodation, the Mimister 
may make to the occupier or to a public 
utility society a grant towards the erection 
of a new house; (2) that the Minister may 
give grants towards improvement or exten- 
sion of houses if they are found on account 
of small size or lack of sanitary accommoda- 
tion to be unsuitable for healthy accommoda- 
tion; and (3) that the amount of an 
individual grant made under this section 
shall not exceed (a), in the case of a build- 
ing grant, £45; or (b), in the case of an 
improving grant, £25. 

The object of the amendment, said Mr. 
MacEllin, was to give a similar status. to 
rural areas as those given to town areas.

SLUMS IN THE COUNTRY. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, said that the amendrient was 
Lefore the Dail, and everything that it im- 
plied had been considered. The question of 
slum clearance in rural areas had not been 
fully considered by the supporters of the 
amendment. Local authorities could take 
advantage of the Labourers Acts to deal 
with insanitary areas in rural districts. It 
would cost £5,000,000 to add one room to 
one, two or three-roomed houses, if, accord- 
ing to the amendment, a grant of £25 were 
to be given, and for Mayo alone the cost 
would be £650,000.

OTHER AMENDMENTS. 

Mr. MacELLIN moved an amendment to 
the section providing for grants for house- 
bmlding to include Public Utility Societies 
within the operation of the section. An 
amendment by Mr. Connolly to include 
private persons who erect houses for their own 
occupation was taken in conjunction with Mr. 
MecEllin’s amendment. 

The MINISTER opposed the amendments. 

The amendment was lost by 25 votes to 23. 

Mr. MacELLIN moved an amendment that 
in the case of a farmer whase valuation did 
not exceed £15 the grant shovld not be re- 
duced to £20, but remain at £45. 

The amendment was defeated on a division, 
the voting heing 20 for and 25 against. 

Mr. CONNOLLY moved an amendment 
that no grant shall be passed for payment

The directors feel, as a result of their 
experiences during the last tew days, that 
there is a widespread feeling among the 
public that work on the liner should be 
resumed at the earliest possible moment. 
It is thought that in view of this feel- 
ing, and for other reasons, the Govern- 
ment might consider what steps it could 
take to enable the work of construction 


to be continued.

RUMOURS OF AN 
” ELECTION. 


A CLOSE VOTE IN THE 
SENATE. 


—_—_-—~>—_ -— 


By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
HE Wail lobbies buazed with rumours 
3 yesterday evening. It had been antic'- 
pated that the House would,rise for the 
Christmas recess, and that in all probability 
members would not return till after a gene- 
ral election. 

Clearly it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to adjourn the Dail last night, but they 
miscalculated the capacity of members for 
prolonging the debate.. ‘lhey wanted to sn 
all the stages of the Road Transport bill 
and the Baúways Bill, and make them avail- 
able for the Senate. “They succeeded only in 
part. The Transport Bill was put through 
all its stages early in the evening, but the 
‘Railways Bill proved to be more difficult, and 
when ten o'clock arrived it was apparent that 
it would be impossible to complete it. 

In consequence of this the Dail will meet 
to-day as usual, when the Railways Bill and 
other smaller measures will be cleared off, 
and the motion for the adjournment will 
then be taken. 


THE RECESS. 

The date to which the Dail will be asked 
to adjoura is the 10th February. This, 
however, does not mean that the House will 
not meet till then. President Cosgrave made 
it clear that in the event of amendments 
being made to either of these bills in the 
Senate, the Dail would, probably, be called 
together to consider them. It is especially 
desired that the Railways Bill will be com- 
pieted and in operation before the annual 
meetings of the railway companies, which 
are usually held in February. The fixing of 
the 10th February has. therefore, no par- 
ticular significance as regards the possible 
date of the dissolution. 

It is’ pointed out in some quarters that 
the Government is unlikely to take any steps 
towards a dissolution before the by-election 
in the Senate, the date of nominations for 
which has been fixed for 2nd January. Mr. 
George Crosby is the only candidate so far 
mentioned for that vacancy, and it is known 
that the Government is interested in seeing 
that be is returned at the earliest moment. 

On the subject of the general election date, 
I do not beiieve that any one, even President 
Cosgrave himself, can. at the moment, fore- 
tell the way that events may shape them- 
selves. | 

The attempt to clear up business, which 
was so obvious in both the Dail and Senate 
yesterday, was, no doubt, a precautionary 
measure, so that in the event of a decision 
being taken the way would be clear to carry 
it out.

TO-DAY’S PARTY MEETING. 

Members of the Government Party wiil 
meet at Leinster House this morning for the 
usnal weexly talk, and there is every reason 
to believe that it will be more important than 
usual. President Cosgrave is expected to ‘ell 
his followers everything that it is imperative 
that they should know, but it is very doubtful 
if he will be able to enlighten them greatly. 
‘The meeting will deal with matters of organ- 
sation with a view to the election, and vital 
decisions will be taken on important matters. 
_ In the Senate yesterday the Government in 
its endeavour to hasten the progress of busi- 
ness very narrowly escaped a defeat. This 
was due to one of the new Opposition Sena- 
tors. Mr. D. LL. Robinson, inadvertently 
voting in. the wrong lobby. The 
motion was made by Senator Wilson, 
on behalf of Senator Milroy, that all the re- 
maining stages should be taken that day, and 
that the Standing Orders be suspended for 
that purpose. This was only one of four 
similar motions on the Senate order paper 
yesterday, and in consequence there was a 
strong protest by Opposition members. One 
after another steod up to complain of this 
restriction of debate and hurrying through of 
business when, so far as they were aware, 
there was no reason for doing so. 

The matter was pressed to a division, when 
Senator Wilson’s motion was carried by 22 
votes to 21. The majority included Senator 
D. L. Reobinson’s vote. If it had been 
registered in the Opposition lobby the motion 
would have been defeated by one vote. 


THE PREVENTION OF 
POACHING. 


The new bill introduced im the Dail yester- 
day is intended to give the Minister for 
Fisheries much wider powers than he has had 
Leretofore in conuection with deep sea 
fisheries. It is, of course, notorious that 
poaching by foreign trawlers 1s a common 
practice within territorial waters of the Free 
State, and the bill will give powers to the 
Government to make by-laws and regulations 
which, it is hoped, will meet the position. 

At present the Free State has only limited 
powers of arrest and prosecution, both in 
respect of British and foreign trawlers. It 
is, of course, rather futile to take powers if 
no means were available to enforce them. 
In this respect it seems that the new bill 
will provide means to supplement the efforts 
of the coast protection steamer, the Muirchu. 
It is understood that it is intendeed to pro- 
crait for active 
police work. 


CIRCUIT COURT COSTS. 

A deputation from the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce waited on the Minister for 
Justice at Government Buildings yesterday 
for the purpose of making representations 
against the costs in Circuit Court actions as 
ywrovided in the new Circuit, Court rules.

CONGRESS LEADERS'

ALLAHABAD, Wednesday. 

The Government is taking action under 
the ordinance forbidding the prosecution 
of the ‘‘ No Rent ” campaign, and notices 
have been served on prominent Congress 
leaders, ordering them to reside in town, 
and not to leave the municipal limits 
without permission. They are also for- 
bidden to make public speeches or to issue 
statements for publication.

A NEW MOVEMENT

FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


Dr. Douglas Hyde referred to the back- 
ward state of the Irish language fifty or 
sixty years ago, and drew a contrast between 
that and the advanced situation of. the 
language at present. It was sad to think 
how in the past the native language had been 
neglected. In 1884 there were 11,400 persons 
in Cork able to speak Irish, and only 4 per 
cent. of them were under twenty years of 
age. In other towns the proportions were 
much lower. He asked his hearers to lift 
up their eyes from that sad picture and to 
look around and view the existing conditions. 
There were at present, he said, 5,400 schools 
in the Free State, and Irish was being taught 
in every one of them, and the place ol 
honour was given to that language. There 
are 14,300 teachers, and of these 5,000 are 
qualified to teach Irish. The preparatory 
colleges were doing good work m promoting 
the language. When the Gaelic League 
was founded he hoped that the Irish 
language would be the usual language 
in the streets. in the schools and 
in the offices. That was the purpose they had 
set before them, and it was coming true. 
He appealed to all classes in town and 
country, and especially persons of education, 
to come forward and help the movement. 


WHAT IS WANTED. 


Professor Eoin McNeill said that it was not 
only the thanks of this gathering that were 
due to Dr. Hyde, but the thanks of the 
entire people of Ireland. A great deal had 
been done, but they should not be satisfied 
with that. If it was the wish and intention 
of the people to firmly establish the language, 
then the thing was done. All that was 
wanted towards that end was a proper under- 
standing of the subject. There was an anti- 
Irish feeling im some quarters which must be 
fought against. 

Mr. Colm O Lochlainn said that the Church 
was not doing its duty to the language, and 
that if it was doing its duty there would le 
no need to talk of Communism or any other 
‘‘ism.”’ The intermediate schools, he said, 
were not doing as well ag the preparatory 
schools for the language.

NO PREFERENCE DIVIDEND. 


The directors have had under anxious con- 
sideration for some time past the question of 
the dividends on the company’s 44 per cent., 
6 per cent. ‘‘A” and 64 per cent. Cumula- 
tive Preference shares, and it had been their 
earnest hope and desire that circumstances 
would have permitted payment to be made 
at least of the dividends that were due on 
1st July, 1931, even if it was found necessary 
to defer for the present the payment of those 
due Ist January next. 

After surveying the matter from every 
angle, however, the board has decided with 
the utmost reluctance that it is not expedient 
under existing conditions for the company to 
make a payment on account of the Preference 
dividends. The trading results of the com- 
pany for the latter half of the year have not 
shown the improvement that had been a 
for, as a continued world depression has 
tended detrimentally to affect the South 
African trade to a greater extent than hereto- 
fore, with consequent diminution of the 
volume of passenger and cargo business. The 
maintenance of the gold standard by South 
Africa has reacted adversely upon the over- 
seas trade of the Union. The company’s out- 
standing liability in respect of its holding of 
Ordinary shares of White Star Line, Ltd., 
has been reduced to £209,560, and is being 
steadily diminished by regular monthly in- 
stalments. It is expected that this liability 
will be entirely extinguished by the end of 
June, 1932. 

In the light of all the circumstances, there 
fore, the directors feel it to be in the best 
interests of the company and of the Prefer- 
ence shareholders that the payment of divi- 
dends should be postponed for the time being. 
They fully realise the disappointment that 
this decision will cause, but they consider 
that the conservation of the company’s cash 
resources in the present difficult times will be 
approved as a sound and prudent measure. 
Shareholders may rest assured that dividend 
payments will be made as soon as conditions 
will warrant it.

In the action the plaintiff claimed a 
declaration that he was entitled to have his 
name entered on the register of the com- 
pany as a holder of 250 ordinary shares and 
75 preference shares; that the register of 
the company he rectified by entering in it 
his name as the holder of those shares. The 
plaintiff also claimed an injunction and 
damages. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, having heard 
counsel, said that he would allow the interim 
injunction, which had already been granted, 
to continue until January 19 next, when the 
case will be set down for hearing without 
notice.

CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS. 


The Free State Civil Service Commissioners 
announce the holding of a series of open com- 
petitive examinations during 1932, suitable to 
pupils of primary and secondary schools, with 
age limits varying from 14 years up to 22. The 
courses for these examinations correspond to

DUBLIN MORTGAGE 
SUIT. 


ROSCOMMON FARMER’S 
CLAIM. 


(BEFORE WR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In a mortgagee suit, which was before 
the Court, in which Mr, Gerald Tench, soll- 
citor, was the plaintiff, and Mr. John Eric 
Dennis, Margaret C, Crinion, and the Royal 
Bank of Ireland, Ltd., were the defendants, 
relating to Ballygall House and lands of 
Ballygall, situate at Finglas, Co. Dublin, 

Mr. Frederick Monson, of Rockmount, 
Boyle, Co. Roscommon, farmer, who pur- 
chased the lands on March 23, 1927, claimed 


compensation from the vendor for alleged 
misdescription of the property, and for 
alleged delay in completing the sale. 


CARETAKER’S AGREEMENT. 


Mr. Leonard, K.C., who, with Mr. M. 
Walker (instructed by Messrs. Giltrap and 
Lambert), appeared for Mr. Monson, said 
that his client purchased the premises by 
rivate treaty from Messrs, P. O’Connor and 
aon, Ltd., 49 Queen street, Dublin, auc- 
tioneers, who were acting on behalf of the 
vendor, John Eric Dennis, for the sum of 
£7,600. He paid to the auctioneers £380 
auction fees, and £500 by way of deposit on 
account of the purchase money. Being 
auxious to protect the lands and to prevent 
them from becoming derelict, Mr. Ba 
signed a caretaker's agreement, lodged the 
balance of the purchase money on deposit in 
the Royal Bank of Ireland in the joint 
names of his solicitor and the plaintiff, and 
went into passession as caretaker to the said 
vendor on April 27, 1927. 

Counsel stated that disputes arose about 
the division of the purchase money among 
the mortgagees, and another cause of delay 
was the identifying of the parcels of lands 
that were sold. His client found by the 
amount of the rate demand that the valua- 
tion given in the conditions of sale was very 
badly wrong ‘There was also a misdescrip- 
tion of the acreage bought. 

With regard to compensation for delay, his 
client accepted the method of determining it 
by a motion in this suit. With regard to 
compensation for misdescription, counsel 
stated that, when this was discovered his 
client was in a position to repudiate the con- 


tract. 
OUTGOINGS. 


Counsel went on to give particulars of the 
outgoings for which Mr. Monson was liable. 
The rents totalled £237, and there were tithe 
charges of £4 12s. It was very important to 
the farmer that he should have proper in- 
formation about his poor law _ valuction. 
Three matters depended on it; rates had to be 
paid, and Schedule ‘‘A’’ and Schedule ‘‘B’’ 
income tax. The farmer had the right to pay 
under Schedule ‘‘B’’ instead of profits. In- 
stead of a poor law valuation of £352 5s., 
Mr. Monson subsequently ascertained that the 
correct valuation was £503. Taking the out- 
goings, one year with another, counsel said 
that his client had to pay, not £485, but £590, 
being an additional £105, which was the equi- 
valent of £2,100 at 5 per cent. 

‘‘ Any person,” counsel added, “ buying 
that property would, in the ordinary event, 
have hoped to make £500 a year profit; if 
not, he would be making a very foolish 
bargain. If he paid £8,000 for the propertr, 
that is £400 a vear. £100 a year and a 
house is not a great deal for your manage- 
£2,100 is a reasonable 
measure for compensation.”’ 

Proceeding, counsel said _ that 
would also have to deal with what he 
described as the shocking and scandalous 
delay which took place in thir case, until 
finally it was got into some state by the 
bank and the purchaser. Mr Monson, as 
caretaker. was in a position to account 
from the date he went in.

CLAIM FOR RETURN OF 


PRESENTS 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


John J. Hanlon, Normanhurst, 150 Clon- 
liffe road, Dublin, the plaintiff in an action 
against Lily Carney, Ballsbridge terrace, 
Dublin, appealed against the order of Circuit 
Judge Gleeson, dismissing his claim for the 
return by the defendant of a 5-stone diamond 
ring, a gold watch and chain, and a dia- 
mond scart-pin, which the plaintiff alleged 
that he had given to the defendant between 
the years 1919 and 1921 as presents on the 


faith of her promise to marry him. The 
defendant LE since married her husband, 
and the plaintiff claimed the return of the 
articles mentioned on the ground that the 
consideration on which he had riven them 
had failed. The plaintiff also alleged that 
about 1920 the defendant accompanied him 
to inspect a house near Ballsbridge, with the 
intention that it should be their future home 
when they got married. 

The defendant denied that she had ever 
promised to marry the plaintiff, and said 
that the articles were given to her simply as 
presents and not on the faith of any promise 
of marriage. 

The Circuit Court Judge had found that 
the presents were not given in contempla- 
tion of marriage, and that the authorities 
which enabled wedding presents to be re- 
covered when a contract to marry was broken 
did not apply. 

The High Court upheld the decision of the 
Circuit Court Judge, and affirmed the order 
dismissing the action with costs.

Many people probably wonder why Gilt- 
edged and other securities, after displaying 
pronounced strength, should have reacted so 
sharply. At the time, the reassuring state- 
ment & the Chancellor of the Excheguer in 
regard to the balancing of the Budget, the 
depreciation of sterling, and the absence of 
inflation appeared to represent a turning 
point in the financial world, especially as it 
was followed by what the market regarded 
as encouraging utterances by President 
Hoover and the Secretary to the United 
States Treasury. Moreover, the sharp rally 
in the pound which followed these develop- 
ments was fully held, and there were one or 
two other encouraging factors, such as the 
indication of improved financial conditions in 
the Argentine. The reaction in the Gilt- 
edged group could not be attributed to the 
news of bank failures in Norway, the 
abandonment of the gold standard by Japan, 
or the indication of possible labour trouble 
in the textile industry of Lancashire. The 
main explanation appears to lie in the exist- 
ence of a considerable amount of speculation. 


The Element of Speculation. 


To illustrate this it is mecessary to re- 
member that prior to last week markets had 
been in a very depressed state, partly 
because of the “‘ default’”’ speech of General 
Smuts. Professional operators took advan- 
tage of the gloomy surroundings to open 
bear positions, so that when Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain made his important statement a 
considerable short interest existed. The bears 
hastened to cover their commitments, and 
their purchases, coupled with a fair amount 
of investment buying, brought about an un- 
usually sharp rise in prices. In short, the 
market went to the other extreme, and, as 
usual when it does so, the movement in 
values was not justified) With the cessation 
of bear covering prices reacted, and probably 
the professionals were then emboldened to 
open fresh commitments for the fall, making 
the most of the unfavourable developments 
mentiontd above. us, On one day 5 per 
cent.

A Doubttul Outlook. 


With the reaction in the Funds, some 
decline in Industrial shares, and the receipt 
of weak advices from New York and some 
Continental centres, markets relapsed almost 
to their previous state of depression, and once 
again operators expressed gloomy views with 
regard to the general outlook. There is, it 
must be admitted, considerable scepticism as 
to whether Mr. Chamberlain’s expectation of 
no serious Budget deficit will be realised, for 
the Stock Exchange certainly cannot see that 
the additional tax revenue will be forth- 
yee aes 2 and in Lombard street the feeling is 
scarcely more optimistic. There would be 
more confidence in regard to this particular 
matter if there were indications of a sub- 
stantial economy in national expenditure, but 
of this there is very little sign, and, as re- 
gards trade, the general feeling appears to 
be ‘that a considerable time must elapse be: 
fore the adverse balance is rectified by tariffs 
and other similar measures. It is not an 
encouraging fact that outside the gilt-edged 
group, Stock Exchange business is still on 
a very small scale, with little indication that 
the public interest has been really awakened.

South America. 


From the informative speech of the. chair- 
man of the Bank of London and Sdéuth 
America at this week's annual meeting there 
is at least ground for hope that conditions 
in South America are on the mend. The 
remittance for the payment of financial 
obligations by Argentina was a very satis- 
factory development, while, as regards 
Brazil, the steadiness of the exchange at the 
improved level is encouraging, and, as shown 
in the address of Mr. J. Beaumont Pease at 
the meeting just mentioned, Brazil is now 
less dependent upon its staple product. Chile, 
apparently, will resume payments on the 
external debt as soon as conditions enable 
the Government to obtain the necessary 
amount of exchange for the purposes. If 
these three great Republics got back to 
something like their normal prosperity the 
circumstances would make a very big 
difference to the rest of the world. <Ad- 
mittedly, that time is still a long way off, 
and, while it might be unwise to buy the de- 
preciated Government Stocks now, it would 
certainly be foolish to sell them. 


For the “Long Shot.” 


Those who buy Brazilian and Chilian 
Government Stocks as a lock-up, on the 
theory that in a year or two’s time a great 
improvement will have taken place all round, 
will almost do well. It requires much less 
money than was the case earlier in the year 
to acquire a given amount of stock, but pro- 
bably it requires more courage than before to 
make the purchase, thanks to the weakeniny 
effect upon purses, and sentiment of the 
great depreciation that has taken place in so 
tnany directions. Both Argentine pesos and 
Braziliau milreis have recovered a good deal 
from the depreciated level touched a month 
or two ago, and this should be regarded as 
an ercoutaging circumstance. In the case 
of Brazil the Government Stocks probably 
afford more scope for appreciation than the 
Railway Securities, but as regards Argentina 
a considerable improvement has lately taken 
place in the Government Bonds, without pro- 
ducing any syninathetic effect to speak of on 
the Kailwey Securities, all of which are 
still heavily depreciated. 


The Exchange Factor. 


To take an interest in Stock Exchange 
Securities in these days is in certain cases 
to gainbie or exchange. British Government 
Stocks are affected by the ups and downs of 
sterling, and various Foreign Government 
Bonds fluctuate, because the coupons are pay- 
able in American dollars at par of exchange. 
while French Rentes move with the franc. 
Real values. therefore, are obscured, anid 
sometimes artificially high quotations are 
reached, from which there may be a severe 
reaction—at least on paper—for the market 
for many of these securities is very nominal. 
Investors who are not satisfied with the re- 
turns afforded by British Government Secuni- 
ties, and are doubtful regarding the future of 
Home Kails and various other sections, may 
find safety. ard a comparatively high return 
in Industrial Preference Shares, the dividen} 
upon which is well covered by profits. Some 
of these have fallen a good deal in the last 
few months in sympathy with the deprecia- 
tion of fixed interest securities ir! con- 
sequent upon the fall in sterling.

LEYLANDS AND FORDS 
WEAK. 


Dull and unsettled conditions continued to 
rule in most departments of the Industrial 
market yesterday.

MARKETING DEAD 
POULTRY. 


keepers are inclined to take the easy way 

when marketing their fat birds at 
Christmas. The majority prefer to dispatch 
them alive to the nearest town, or even to 
‘“ give them for the asking ” to the local 
dealer. Many assert that this way is the 
most profitable by reason of the fact that one 
delivers the goods and gets the money, with- 
out days of anxious delay and perhaps dis- 
appointment at the size of the cheque. Again 
they say that, “we couldn't be bothered 
plucking them—they’re not worth it.” May- 
be they are right; few people would choose 
plucking birds as an agreeable task; but 
going ' the soft way” will never put the 
git on the gingerbread, no matter what 
one’s calling. Every business necessitates the 
doing of unpleasant things: profit does not 
come to the slacker; rather has it to be pur- 
sued through every channel and with the 
minutest detail. This is as true, and, 
perhaps, more so, of marketing poultry as of 
anything else that you can think of. 


Need For Finish. F 


Plump, well-finished birds, properly killed, 
plucked, shaped, graded and packed, will 
well repay the expenditure of labour. 

In the first place, the producer of such 
birds can be quite independent of the casual 
methods of most local dealers, berause the 
birds can be sent to the best market, and 
with just cause the best prices may be ex- 
pected. Buyers always appreciate a good 
article, and show it in a practical way. 
Those who persistently grumble about obtain- 
ing bad prices ought to look first to their 
methods of selling and the stock they sell. 
and see if both are all they should be. If 
not, the remedy is obvious—take it: aim 
for perfection, and you'll not be long dis- 
gruntied. 


Killing and Plucking. 


Fast all birds for at least twenty-four 
hours hefore killing: this is an inviolable 
rule. Kill either by dislocation of the neck 
or by bleeding. The first is now the method 
generally used unless when birds are in- 
teneded for cold storage. To carry it out 
with success a certain amount af practice is 


k seems a pity that so many poultry-

_fequired, but it is in no way difficult. 


Gras 
the legs and wing tips of the bird in the lett 
hand with the back upwards; hold the head 
in the right hand-with. the comb against the 
palm and two fingers behind the skull. Lay 
the bird downwards across the right thigh, 
and rapidly. but firmly, sfretch the neck; 
then bend the head suddenly backwards, 
breaking the neck immediately behind it, but 
leaving the skin intact. Muscular action 
may continue for a time, but death is in- 
stantaneous and painless. Keep the head of 
the bird downwards to allew the blood to 
gather and coagulate in the neck. 

When killed by bleeding. “ palating’’ is the 
best method to adopt with turkeys. First 
stun the bird by striking it on the hack of 
the head: then hang it up hy the legs. Open 
the mouth and insert a sharp-pointed knife 
as far as possible, drawing it with pressure 
towards the héak, and finally drive the point 
of the knife through the reof of the mouth 
into the brain. Place a receptacle underneath 
for the blood, and allow the bird to remain 
hanging until the flow has ceased. As will 
be seen, this method is much more difficult 
and cruel than dislocation, and, except for 
cold storage purposes, it is not necessary. 


Plucking. 


Plucking is best done while the birds sre 
warm. It should he carried out as speedily 
as possible, while taking every care to avoid 
tearing the skin. The feathers should be 
drawn out ‘against the grain,” commenc- 
ing with the neck and breast, and following 
with the outside of wings, tighs, back, tail 
flights, inside of wings and hinder parts in 
order. Birds are plucked clean, with the ex- 
ception of a few inches of neck feathers near 
the head. This applies to chickens, ducks 


and geese, but when turkeys are to be packed | 
for transit it is well to leave a pad of feathers ' 


on the hack to prevent injury to the sensitive 
skin. Where a lot of plucking is heing done 
it will be found worth while to collect and 
grade the feathers according to colour and 
quality, separating the fine from the coarse, 
If not required for household purposes, the 
price obtained will almost cover the cost of 
killing and plucking. 

lf shaping is to he done, bend the feet of 
the birds back in the palm of the hand in 
order to crack the toes and prevent them 
curling up when stiff. Next singe the birds 
hy passing rapidly through a clear flame, 
such as that provided by a small methylated 
spirit lamp. Avoid blackening or scorching 
the skin. but see that all hairs and down are 
removed. 


Shaping. 


When plucking is finished, press on the 
ahdomen to ensure the emptying of the lower 
intestine, and then wash or wipe the feet 
with a damp cloth; never pack birds with 
dirty feet, fi possessed of a shaping trougn, 
tie the legs of the birds loosely together to 
allow them to lie flat against the breast. 
Flatten the stern of the bird against a board, 
and then place each, breast downwards, in 


the trough with the head hanging over. Put | 


birds of similar size in the same trough, and 
‘when full screw down the press, or top board, 
and leave overnight in a cool place. 

Where a shaping press or trough is not to 
hand the birds can be shaped by tieing down. 
A piece of cord is slipped round the toes of 
each foot hy means of a running noose; the 
legs are folded up and the claws tied in posi- 
tion behind the wings. Then another cord 
is run through the bend of the hock joints 
and under the breast-hone. Tie tightly, bring- 
ing the hocks close together, and then fasten 
the cord behind the tail. Fold wings back— 
and there you are. 


Grading and Packing. 


In order to secure every advantage, it 1s 
advisable to grade birds according to size, 
allowing a difference of not more than half r 
pound between those in any one case. They 
should be packed in wooden, non-returnable 
cases, ventilated top and bottom. Line the 
box with strong white paper, allowing it to 
hang over the sides and ends in order. to 
cover the birds when packed. Then place 
the birds, breast upwards, in rows so firm 
that shifting in transit is avoided; the heads 
and necks of the birds are placed beneath 
the bodies. Remember never to pack until 
the birds are quite.cold., The outside of the 
case should be branded with the initials of 
the sender. and the nett weight and number 
of the birds. Of course turkeys should never 
be packed with other fowls; neither should 
geese or ducks be mixed in the same crate. 
Keep all varieties separate, as well as all 
grades of a variety, and you wi!l do much to 


HOW WELL OFF ARE 
FREE STATE FARMERS? 


WHAT IS THE AVERAGE 
FARMER WORTH? 
Pivot those reading these questions, many 


of those to whom they apply will say 

they should be framed differently. 
The problem, however, is raised here at the 
outset without bias; for some new facts and 
some old facts not previously correlated have 
now been brought together in the very valu- 
able ‘‘ Statistical Abstract”’ of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, and it is 
possible to get a better approximation to the 
position held by the average farmer than it 
has hitserto been. Even still an element of 
speculation enters into the inqury, which 
might be phrased as, “ What is the average 
farmer ‘worth’?’’ None the less, a studv 
of the bases of farm incomes will throw im- 
portant light on the business of farming, and 
should help the Government in the framing of 
its policies 


The Bases of Agricultural Wealth. 


The first thing to strike a student of these 
‘* Statistical Abstracts’’ is how narrow, and 
at the same time how firm, is the foundation 
of the State which depends upon the soil for 
its prosperity. The figures, here so ably mar- 
shalled, are remarkable for the stability which 
exists im our agricultural State, they 
change, on the whole, so little from year to 
year. Our live stock vary slightly, in that 
usually if cattle or pigs decrease, sheep in- 
crease. If wheat declines, sugar beet or 
potatoes are more plentiful. But if the acre- 
age and produce of the last few years are 
worked out in percentages—a method 
we might suggest as useful for some 
typical classes in selected years when 
next year's issue of these statistics is being 
brought out — it will be found that such 
changes are usually slow, and that, taking 
years of good yield with those of diminished 
production, and having regard to the acreage 
farmed, the total wealth of the industry does 
not notably change ex¢ept for long-range com- 
parisons. Alongside this fact the observer 
will notice another. 

Furnished by the Department with an agri- 
cultura] index—a need to which we have re- 
ferred frequently in this Review, and whose 
appearance we now welcome—there has been 
considerable fluctuation in the prices of farm 
produce, and these reflect phases of the agr'- 
cultural slump from which the farmers of 
every country have suffered, but ours have 
suffered less steeply than might have been 
feared. It is at this point that a rough and 
ready estimate of the farmers’ position may 
be attempted. 

The “ Acricultural Output ’’ published by 
the Department last year placed the relative 
value to the producers of their labour and 
skill five years ago at £88 per annum. This 
was based on the figures collected at different 
dates in 1926 and 1927. 
[based on 1911 as 100) was 140.2 for 1926 and 
131.9 for 1927. We may combine these as 
being approximately 136 for the periods in 
question, whilst the 1930 index is 124.8. It 
would thus seem that agricultural produce 
dropped slightly over one penny in each shil 
ling, and the remuneration which stood at 


888 in 1927 has been reduced to about £80. 


Remuneration Per Farm and Per 
Farmer. 


If the conclusion to be drawn from these 
figures involved placing the remuneration per 
farmer at about £80 per annum, the ontlook 
for Irish farming would he not merely bleak, 
but menacing, for the future of the State. 
Fortunately, however, the remunerated per- 
suns work out at more than one for each 
farm. The total number of holdings ac- 
counted for on June Ist last year was 382,266 
but the total number of farmers 
in the 1926 census is given as 268,930, leav- 
ing out of account ‘‘ farmers’ sons, daughters. 
and other relatives, working on home farms,” 
and agricultural labourers. The comparative 
figures for 1930 are not available, but would 
presumably in the intervening five vears have 
somewhat declined. It is therefore to be pre 
sumed that the apyroximate proportion be 
tween the number of ‘‘holdings’’ and the 
number of “ farmers ” would be as 3:2, but 
the number of persons contributing to farm 
income—omitting labourers but including al’ 
relatives—was 672,129. If we allow for the 
fact that 121,957 of these were women or 
girls, and that the males include any relative 
over 12, and take 600.000 as a “ round” num- 
ber to represent able-bodied men wotking 
home farms in 1931, we will reach a propor- 
tion of rather more than three such persons 
to every two holdings. On these, necessarily 
speculative, and, of course, inexact, computa- 
tions the remuneration ner familv farm would 
have come to, say, £130 to £135 per annum 
for 1926. It might amount to £115 to £120 
for 1930. 


Two Farms to Three Farmers ? 


It need hardly be said that this is not 
riches. There are probably some offsets to be 
considered: fuel, house rent, and some of the 
home consumed produce, though considered 
in the accounts published in the “ Agricultural 
Output,’’ cannot, we assume, ' cost '” farmers 
an amount equivalent to city retail prices. 
Costs of clothing have risen slightly between 
1926 and 1930, hut are not, except for boots, 
a heavy item 1n the farmers’ bills. But allow- 
ing for this, and balancing against it the fact 
that some large farming is, of course, in- 
cluded in the totals, and the further fact that 
some small farms contribute seasonally to the 
agricu!tural labourers’ bill, there is room for 
speculation as to how the ‘* average "’—and 
less than average—primary producer lives. 

There is. of course, another way of looking 
at the matter. The family farm may ‘‘make”’ 
really more than three persons’ average 
remuneration per every two farms, as calcu- 
lated ahove. But the evidence for this is to 
seek. The general conclusions to which we 
are led are ‘that farmers are partly living on 
capital and are partly assisted by social ser- 
vices or some form of hidden contribrtion, of 
which “ the American cheque ” has hitherto 
been the chief example. But the facts do not 
point to farmers as being as wealthy as is 
desirable in an agricultural State. 


Those who are inexperienced in the matter 
of marketing fat poultry would do well to 
consult the local poultry instructor about the 
best outlet; others will probably have regu- 
lar contracts, or know where lies the reliable 
buyer. There are many reputable firms in 
Dublin and London, who will always pay 
good prices for the proper stuff. Before dis. 
patching any birds, satisfy yourself that the 
prospectiye buyer is well established and 
known to the trade; don’t be led away by 
atttractive advertisements offering prices far 
in excess of what you know are general. 
Watch all above points. and see if the 
trouble taken is worth while.

AUTUMN-BORN CALVES. 


send it off to towns for sale in liquid 

form, commonly like to arrange for one 
or two of their cows to calve down in autumn, 
these cows being frequently the best in the 
herd. The price of milk goes up in October, 
and there is usually a good number of calves 
about at that time and a little later. Such 
autumn-born calves are often more valuable 
than those born at other times, and their 
value may be increased by thoughtful manage- 
ment. ' 


Care of Heifer Calves. 


Heifer calves from specially good dams by 
good dairy buils are always worth rearing for 
the home herd, and as a rule pay for bringing 
on extra well. It is desirable, of course, not 
to overdo them, since heifers intended for the 
herd should never be allowed to become too 
fat. But they should be allowed plenty of 
milk for the first six or eight weeks, if it can 
be spared. Considering present prices for 
well-grown calves and yearling stores it is 
wrobable they pay better for the milk they 
ha consumed than pigs do. 

For the first few davs newly-born calves 
should receive from eight to ten pints of 
milk per day, given in three feeds. When 
ch, all milk should be fed direct from 
the cow, beíore it has lost its natura! heat, 
but the midday meal will, of course, have to 
be warmed up. 


Weaned Calves. 


It is important that the weaned calf should 
have its own dam’s milk for the first week, at 
least. Other cows’ milk, and more especially 
mixed milk from several cows, will usually 
cause scouring and other digestive troubles. 

When the calf is a fortnight old, the feeds 
may be reduced to two, by gradually cutting 
down the quantity given at midday. But the 
total amount given daily should Je steadily 
increased, till a maximum of 2-24 gailons, 
according to the size of the calf, is reached. 


Use of Milk Substitutes. 


Once the calves have been given a good 
start the whole milk may be gradually sub- 
stituted by gruels and cream substitutes in 
separated milk. But this must be done gra- 
dually, as otherwise the calves will suffer a 
setback, from which they will not quickly re- 
cover, and the money invested in them by 
milk-feeding will not show such a good turn- 
over. At 46 weeks old the calves will 
hegin to eat a little hay, which should 
be the best available, and a small 
allowance of broken linseed cake and crushed 
oais may also be given. 

With bull calves which look really promis- 
ing, having length and depth and good 
limbs, it should be a paying proposition to 
fatten them for sale at the Christmas or 
later winter markets. To do this success- 
fully, the calves should be suckled, but not 
necessarily by their own dams.

Foster Mothers. 


If the herd contains a heifer with short 
teats or a cow which has lost one or more 
quarters, then it may often be more con- 
venient to use these as foster-mothers for 
calves than to milk them. A heavy-ytelding 
cow would, of course, give milk enough to 
rear two calves. But at the other extreme 
two cows giving but small quantities of milk 
may be utilised for the rearing of one calf. 
Where the calf has to be fostered on one or 
more cows, a little patience at the outset 1s 
essential; but the calf soon acquires the 
knack of obtaining the milk without getting 
buffeted, and the cows also soon cease to re 
sent the calf if they are managed quietly and 
kindly. B

feeding-stuff in itself, and as a condl- 

ment with less attractive foods for farm 
live stock is generally recognised. But since 
the quantity of protein (flesh-forming and 
milk-making constituent) in molasses is 1n- 
significant, its direct nutritive value lies 
almost entirely in the sugar present, which 
commonly amounts to 60-65 per cent. Apart 
from the mineral content, it is, therefore, 
wholly a carbohydrate food—i.e., it supplies 
constituents similar in character to those 
which form the bulk of barley meal or maize 
meal. Water usually amounts to about 25 
per cent. 


A Laxative Food. 


Molasses is a relatively cheap carbohydrate 
food, highly nourishing and easily digested 
by live stock when given in limited quantity. 
It has a distinctly laxative action. One of its 
chief uses is for mixing with less palatable 
foods, so making these more attractive to 
all classes of live stock. ‘This is especially 
the case with inferior hay or other fodder. 
lí such fodder be cut into chaff and treacle— 
dissolved in warm water—poured over it, 
and the heap mixed, being afterwards covered 
with. sacks for 12-24 hours to en- 
courage heating, the result is that food 
which otherwise would merely have been 
picked over, will be eaten with relish. 


Te value of molasses both as a nutritious 


Replacing Roots. 


When roots are scarce on the farm, 
molasses can also be fed with advantage. The 
chief nutritious ingredient in roots is sugar, 
but the amount present, on the average, is 
no more than 7-9 per cent. Since treacle con- 
tains over 64 per cent., lb. treacle is approxi- 
mately equivalent to 8lb. roots, But as 
treacle in quantity is purgative in its action 
it would not be desirable to feed so much as 
6lb. of it in place of 48lb. of roots. How- 
ever, since a winter diet without roots is 
rather binding, an allowance of 1-2lb. of 
treacle per head is certainly beneficial to cattle 
in this respect, in addition to improving the 
flavour of the diet, 

For fattening animals the largest amounts 
to be given daily should not exceed 2-3lb. 
each. Should the ration contain roots or 
other laxative foods, even the quantity will 
be excessive. For cows in milk $-14!b. daily 
will be enough, according to other foods :n 
the ration. Calves on a skim milk diet benefit 
considerably when }-5lb. of molasses is stirred 
into each gallon of the warm milk. With 
horses and sheep, too, a few ounces per head, 
diluted with hot water, and sprinkled over 
the dry food, will be found beneficial. 


A Good Appetiser. 


Animals not previously accustomed to sugar 
do not always take readily to sweet food. 
But there is no better appetiser than hunger. 
and a slight reduction in the ordinary fodder 
may be made when the molasses is first given. 
It is as well to begin with but a small daily 
llowance of molasses, gradually increasing

Both cane and beet molasses are now avail- | 
able on the market at a cost which works out | 
at about a penny a pound. Apart from such 
unimportant differences as colour and smell, 
beet molasses usually contains a higher pro- 
portion of mineral matter, and is distinctly 
more laxative in action. 


Care in Purchasing. 


In addition to molasses in syrup form, a 
number oí foods are now offered which con- 
sist primarily of treacle absorbed by some 
dry substance. When any such foods are 


the moisture content is not too high. If too 
much water is present the molasses may sour 
readilv, and if fed to dairv cows there is 
risk that taints may develop in the milk. 
Such foods should be free from over-stick1- 
ness, and be sufficiently powdery and dry to 
allow of their ready distribution over other 
feeding stuffs.
